No official information was 
available immediately after the 
meeting, but reliable sources 
the conference had asked 
officials to give further study to 
the whole question of Empire 
preferences. 

General Agreement on Trades 
and Tariffs, set up at Havana in 
1945, has more than 30 member 
countries, bound to stabilize 
world tariff rates. It includes all 
Commonwealth countries. 

Imperial preferences in the last 
20 years have helped to build up 
the Commonwealth group as the 
world’s biggest trading unit with 
an annual export- import tprn- 
over worth $35,700,000,000. 

The preferences, which give 
Commonwealth internal trade 


to 


lower tariffs, were established at 


the Ottawa conference in 1932. 


Today Canada herself is luke- 
warm about imperial preferences, 
and supports the General Agree- 
ment on Trade and Tariffs, which 
cuts across the principle of . trad- 
ing privileges in an effort to free 
world trade.

An official communique said 
Vietminh troops thus far had not 
succeded in holding any outposts 
ringing the key defense point, 
117 miles northwest of Hanoi. 
Early estimates said at least 535 
Vietminh troops had been killed 
in assaults on French fortifica- 
tions. 

Since last week, the Vjetminh 
has thrown waves of attacks at 
Na San—dusty bowl set in the 
middle of steep hills. Five thou- 
sand rebel troops Sunday won 
two hilltops overlooking the 
town. from Thai infantry - but 
were driven off both before day- 
light Monday. 

French officers have expressed 
confidence of victory in the bat- 
tle for Na San, although the Viet- 
minh may throw even more vio- 
lent attacks against the defense 
perimeter.
